M. Wertheimer appeared with 
T/5 Chas.

How 
much would I like to write you in 
the gay old tone, as it used to be, 
back in 1941; but the misery of 
the last years and the famine 
have almost gotten us down and 
there is not much humor left in 
us.

Poisons used 
in one part of the country may be 
found far more effective than simi¬ 
lar substances used under entirely 
dissociated conditions. It is impor¬ 
tant to note, however, whether or 
not an insecticide is poisonous. 

If so the container must be kept 
out of the reach of small children 
and pets. Also, after the product 


Warm weather affects many 
types of insect life in the same way 
that it affects plant life. In other 
words the hot season brings luxuri¬ 
ous growth to both bugs and flowers 
or vegetables. As a logical result 
the Victory Garden grower must 
be on the alert throughout this en¬ 
tire season. 

He must anticipate the attacks 
and ravages of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of mites and their noxious 
companions. The intelligent meth¬ 
od of controlling these pests is to 
start spraying or dusting even be¬ 
fore any evidence of their damage 
is apparent. 

The amateur grower should place 
a great deal of faith in the knowl¬ 
edge and recommendations of his 
nurseryman or seed dealer. These 
individuals are in the business of 
trading in insecticides, fungicides 
and similar types of products. Most 
of these items are manufactured 
by well known concerns and if the 
directions are closely followed ben¬ 
eficial results are certain to follow. 

Due to the fact that distinct 
products are sold in different com¬ 
munities it is not sensible to recom-

has been used some care should be 
exercised to keep Innocent individ¬ 
uals from discovering it. Also when¬ 
ever poisonous insecticides have 
been used on a crop bear in mind 
that the harvest should be thor 
oughly washed with real care. 

It may be pointed out that sajH 
sucking insects obtain their food by 
sucking the “life blood” of the 
plant; chewing insects live by actu¬ 
ally devouring sections of foliage, 
stem or flower. These latter must 
be killed by a stomach poison, the 
former class by contact. Fungus 
growth must be treated by certain 
fungicides and snails and other 
night prowlers by baits manufac¬ 
tured expressly for that purpose.

Boapsuds, sprayed with a lysol 
solution and dried in the sun, 
before lending." Sierra Madre’s 
Toy Loan committee keeps in 
contact with the local schools and 
in the event of an epidemic, the 
Toy center is closed.

“Generally speaking, the wash¬ 
ing of toys with a lysol solution, 
followed by proper airing, should 
render them practically harmless. 
At the present time this is the 
procedure which is generally fol¬ 
lowed with respect to furniture in 
homes where there have been 
cases of contagious disease, be¬ 
cause experience has indicated 
that this type of treatment ren¬ 
ders the furniture safe for use 
of other persons thereafter.”

Production and therefore supply are still lim¬ 
ited; but if your present water heater is beyond 
repair your dealer can help you get a new one.

Gas Refrigerators: 

Initial production of gas refrigerators has been 
earmarked for military and medical require¬ 
ments. Refrigerators for civilian use are not 
expected to be available until early 19-16. 

Gas Heating Appliances: 

Gas Furnaces arc being produced in limited 
quantities only... and where available, they 
can be had without Ration Certificates. 

Portable Gas Healers are still scarce. Like gas 
ranges, a Certificate from your local ration 
board is necessary for their purchase.

After Aug. 1, Mrs. America 
will have another shoe stamp for 
each member of her family.

No. 3, was validated 
on Nov. 1, 1944. The length of 
time between validation dates 
depends on the supply of shoes 
available. Leather supplies are 
ntill extremely critical, and It be¬ 
hooves each and every one of us 
to take good care of the shoes we 
have and make them last as long 
as possible.

Ceiling prices on egg- 
olant and sweet peppers will not 
be resumed until January, 1946, 
price ceilings on cabbage are sus¬ 
pended during Julv, August and 
September and price ceilings on 
cucumbers will be suspended dur¬ 
ing August and September.
